No. 23-Pres /2017—The President is pleased to approve the award of the “Kirti Chakra” to the undermentioned 
persons for the acts of conspicuous gallantry:— 

1. 5047749K LANCE HAVILDAR PREM BAHADUR RESMI MAGAR, THIRD BATTALION OF THE FIRST 

GORKHA RIFLES (POSTHUMOUS) 

{Effective date of the award: 16 June 2016} 

Havildar Prem Bahadur Resmi Magar was part of Ghatak Platoon of 3/1 Gorkha Rifles, tracking infiltrating 
terrorists from 15 June 2016. At 0735 hours on 16 June 2016, four terrorists were observed and engaged by own troops at 
Tangdhar sector at Kupwara district of Jammu and Kashmir. Seeing that the terrorists under cover were threatening own 
troops, Lance Havildar Prem Bahadur displaying exemplary marksmanship killed two terrorists with his sniper rifle. The 
balance two terrorists further jumped down 100 meters and were engaged in a fierce fire fight by own troops. The NCO, 
who was unable to get a clear firing position, displaying exceptional courage, crawled ahead 50 meters to kill the third 
terrorist with his secondary weapon, MP-9. The fourth terrorist started running down wildly firing, thus threatening own 
stops. Lance Havildar Prem Bahadur realising the danger to own stops chased and killed the fourth terrorist with his MP-9. 
However, the terrorist sprayed a burst towards Lance Havildar Prem Bahadur who received a fatal gun shot wound. He was 
immediately evacuated but succumbed to his injuries enroute. 

Havildar Prem Bahadur Resmi Magar displayed conspicuous bravery, indomitable courage, determination and made 
supreme sacrifice in fighting with the terrorists. 

2. IC-63798F MAJOR ROHIT SURI, THE PARACHUTE REGIMENT 

{Effective date of the award: 15 October 2016} 

Major Rohit Suri was commissioned into the Parachute Regiment on 12 June 2004. He was the Mission leader of 
the team which was tasked to carry out operations against terrorist’s hideouts in Jammu and Kashmir. After carrying out 
detailed recce of hideouts and analyzing the data available from the surveillance team he formulated the assault plan. 

Major Rohit Suri was the Commander of the team, which closed in on the terrorist hideout. While the party was 
closing in to the hideout, the terrorists started speculative firing. Displaying nerves of steel and high degree of combat 
leadership, Major Rohit Suri directed all parties to lie low and await further orders. 

After analyzing that the routine on the terrorist hideout was back to normal, the officer directed his team to close in 
and engage the terrorists in the open. Major Rohit Suri along with his buddy closed in up to 50 meter of the target and 
neutralized both the terrorists in the open. Once all the terrorists in the open were neutralized, Major Rohit Suri directed the 
strike team to move towards the jungle and directed the firebase to engage the components of the hideout. During the assault, 
movement of two terrorists was detected moving in the jungle towards North West of the hideout. Realizing threat to own 
squads, Major Rohit Suri displaying utter disregard to his personal safety and raw courage ran to intercept the terrorists and 
engaged them with his personal weapon. On seeing the terrorists taking position, the officer closed in and neutralized both 
the terrorists in a close quarter combat. By his decisive thinking, professional approach and courage beyond the call of duty, 
Major Rohit Suri ensured the execution of the task flawlessly with clockwork precision and eliminated four terrorists in close 
quarter combat. 

Major Rohit Suri displayed warrior ethos, uncanny intelligence gathering skills, devotion beyond the call of duty, 
exemplary leadership, and conspicuous gallantry in elimination of four terrorists during flawless execution of the mission.

No. 24-Pres/2017—The President is pleased to approve the award of the “Shaurya Chakra” to the undermentioned 
persons for the acts of gallantry:— 

1. SHRI SANJEWAN SINGH, HEAD CONSTABLE (NO. ARP - 045701), J&K POLICE (POSTHUMOUS) 

{Effective date of the award: 27 January 2015} 

On 27 January, 2015, a specific information was received by Awantipora police regarding the presence of militant 
Abid Hussain Khan @ Hamza, HM Operational Chief South Kashmir along with his close associate, in the house of 
Shri Jalal-u-din R/O Handoora Tral. An operation was planned and cordon was established around the said house by the 
joint parties of police, 42 RR and 185 Bn CRPF under the supervision of Shri Tahir Saleem, SP, Awantipora and Col. 42 RR 
M.N Roy. All of a sudden, one of the militant rushed out from the house and fired indiscriminately upon the party due to 
which Col. M.N Roy, Sepoy Rawat Nelesh and Constable Venash Kumar sustained bullet injuries. Despite bullet injury, the 
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joint party showed courage and combated the militant in a face to face gun battle wherein the militant got killed. After killing 
the militant, Shri Tahir Saleem, SP and Shri Nazir Ahmad, SI engaged the surviving militant in firing. A small party under 
the command of Shri Tahir Saleem entered the house premises for evacuation of the injured jawans while engaging the other 
surviving militant in cross fire. On seeing the evacuation of the injured jawans, the militant abruptly rushed out from the 
house and fired upon the police party. The whole party would have suffered a heavy loss at this particular moment, had Shri 
Sanjewan Singh, HC, who was part of the evacuation party not acted with utmost bravery. On one hand, he provided shield 
to the police party and on the other hand confronted the militant bravely without caring for his own life. The militant lobbed a 
grenade towards the police party, however Shri Sanjewan Singh in a fraction of second kicked the grenade away with his foot 
which exploded instantly at a few yards distance. It followed with a fierce firing and during the process 
Shri Sanjewan Singh critically injured, but the militant was killed. Both Col M.N Roy and Shri Sanjeewan Singh, HC later 
on succumbed to their injuries at Army hospital. The killed militants were identified as Aabid Husain Khan @ Hamza 
S/O Jalal-u-Din Khan R/O Hundura Tral and Sheeraz Ahmad Dar S/O Gh. Hassan Dar R/O Ovrigund Tral both of HM outfit. 
A huge cache of arms/ammunition was recovered from the encounter site. 

Shri Sanjewan Singh, HC shown the exemplary courage, bravery, dedication, act of gallantry and made supreme 
sacrifice for the nation. 

2. IC-63616H MAJOR D VINAY REDDY, 7TH BATTALION THE MADRAS REGIMENT 

{Effective date of the award: 16 February 2016} 

Major D Vinay Reddy, company commander, 7th battalion the Madras Regiment, deployed in Tinsukia dist of 
Assam, was part of operation Diglipathar on 16 Feb 2016. 

On 16 February 2016, Major D Vinay Reddy was the commander of a search team which rushed to cordon the target 
house in Wathoi village. He quickly established a tight inner cordon and at first light. Major Reddy alongwith his buddy 
crawled through the tea garden, when suddenly terrorists opened fire indiscriminately. The officer returned fire immediately, 
which resulted in severe injury to terrorists. The officer showed phenomenal presence of mind and raw courage when he 
identified the terrorist in possession of an automatic rifle and shot him dead from close range and severely incapacitated the 
other terrorists and prevented them from causing casualty to own parties. He saw a second terrorist crawling through the tea 
bush to an advantageous position, in a bid to escape and move towards the stops. On realising that the stop party was in great 
danger, the officer alongwith his buddy charged at him with utter disregard to own safety and shot him dead at point blank 
range. Maj Reddy led from the front, displayed espirit-de-corps, courage and valour beyond normal call of duty in 
eliminating two hard core terrorists. 

Major D Vinay Reddy displayed exemplary bravery, leadership, sheer guts and immaculate planning which resulted 
in elimination of four terrorists in the operation without any collateral damage and casualty. 

3. ASHU SINGH, CHME (131980 - F) (POSTHUMOUS) 

{Effective date of the award: 06 March 2016} 

On 06 March 2016, at about 1600 hrs, an incident of deck head lagging fire accompanied with heavy smouldering 
occurred in the 'B' Boiler Room of INS Viraat. Ashu Singh, CHME showed exemplary courage and presence of mind in 
safeguarding machinery by taking correct procedural step in crash stopping B1 boiler which was last in use and securing 
other machinery in the vicinity. He took lead role in successfully fighting the fire relentlessly for 35 min with all other watch 
keepers and SSFP in the extreme harsh conditions with intense heat and heavy smoke without thinking about his own safety 
thereby averting a major disaster. He also safeguarded the life of other fire fighters by guiding them to evacuate boiler room 
in time. 

In the process the sailor, undeterred and unmindful of his own life, safeguarded the life of men and propulsion 
machinery of the aircraft carrier, displaying conspicuous gallantry, exemplary leadership and presented an example of 
"Service before Self". The sailor displayed dauntless courage, most conspicuous gallantry, selfless service, outstanding 
professionalism and exemplary leadership disregarding the pain and suffocation and sacrificed his own life while ensuring 
safety of fellow ship mates and the aircraft carrier. 

Ashu Singh, CHME displayed feat of courage and gallantry in saving both personnel and the equipment at the cost 
of his own life in keeping with the highest traditions of the Service. 

4. 2801206X NAIK GAWADE PANDURANG MAHADEV, THE MARATHA LIGHT INFANTRY REGIMENT/ 

41 st BATTALION THE RASHTRIYA RIFLES (POSTHUMOUS) 

{Effective date of the award: 21 May 2016} 

Naik Gawade Pandurang Mahadev was part of close cordon established around the target house in village Chak 
Drugmulla at Kupwara district of Jammu and Kashmir on night 20/21 May 2016. On 21 May 2016 at 1230 hours, terrorists 
hiding inside the house opened indiscriminate fire on the cordon in a bid to escape. Sensing danger to own troops, 
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NK Gawade crawled forward under heavy fire from the terrorists and engaged them resulting in elimination of one trained 
hardcore terrorist. The Naik Gawade sustained splinter injuries from the under barrel grenade launcher fired from the 
terrorists on his face. In spite of being grievously injured, he continued to engage the remaining terrorists holed up in the 
house till he became unconscious, thus giving an opportunity to others to take positions of advantage. NK Gawade was 
evacuated to 168 Military Hospital and later to 92 Base Hospital, where he succumbed to his injuries on 22 May 2016 at 0855 
hours. 


Naik Gawade Pandurang Mahadev displayed raw courage, act of gallantry, even in the face of mortal danger to own 
safety and gave a breakthrough by eliminating one terrorist which further led to elimination of five hardcore terrorists. 

5. 2893254P HAVILDAR HANUMAN RAM SARAN, THE RAIPUTANA RIFLES/18™ BATTALION THE 

RASHTRIYA RIFLES 


{Effective date of the award: 23 June 2016} 

Havildar Hanuman Ram Saran was commander of the operation team which had established surveillance-cum- 
ambush in general area Urni Nar at Kupwara district of Jammu and Kashmir on 23 June 2016. 

When his party spotted movement of three terrorists along southern slopes of Urni Nar, Havildar Hanuman 
displaying quick presence of mind alerted his team to allow the terrorists to enter an open patch area. On being fired upon 
when he challenged the terrorists, the individual changed position and took an aimed shot to neutralise one terrorist. Amidst 
the ensuing fire fight with balance terrorists, he resited his parties in order to pin them down preventing their escape, regained 
communication and called for reinforcements from the company operating base while co-ordinating the fire being brought 
down on the terrorists. Displaying extraordinary valour under fire, mental mobility, inexhaustible stamina and battlecraft, he 
personally led two of his men to close-in with the trapped terrorists and engaged them with accurate fire to further neutralise 
another terrorist while injuring the third, who was eliminated eventually. 

Havildar Hanuman Ram Saran displayed blazing act of gallantry, indomitable courage, excellent field and battle 
craft and exemplary leadership in fighting with the terrorists. 

6. IC-62423W LIEUTENANT COLONEL ATUL GUPTA, THE MAHAR REGIMENT/30TH BATTALION THE 

RASHTRIYA RIFLES 


{Effective date of the award: 25 July 2016} 

Lieutenant Colonel Atul Gupta was leading three small operational teams as part of a large counter-infiltration grid 
deployed to intercept a freshly infiltrated group of four foreign terrorists in general area at Kupwara district of Jammu and 
Kashmir on 25 July 2016. 

The officer intelligently occupied an innocuous under construction building with one team which offered good field 
of view, protection and adequate killing ground and tactically deployed the other two teams to its west and east. 

On spotting terrorists movement, he maintained composure and exercised strict command and control to ensure that 
his men abide by the rules of engagement. The officer challenged the four terrorists when they were within range, the 
terrorists immediately brought down heavy volume of fire upon them. Despite being under fire, the officer retaliated with 
accuracy and immediately blocked the escape routes by tactically readjusting the Ghatak team. The terrorists attempted to 
flee while firing simultaneously. Undeterred, the officer swiftly changed position and took cover behind a tree in front of the 
house by rushing up to it through gunfire with his buddy. Lt Col Atul then engaged them boldly, eliminating two terrorists on 
the spot singlehandedly from a close range. 

Lt Col Atul Gupta displayed exemplary courage and leadership leading to elimination of four terrorists. 

7. IC-79706N CAPTAIN ASHIK MB, FIRST BATTALION OF THE FIFTH GORKHA RIFLES (FRONTIER 

FORCES) 

{Effective date of the award: 23 September 2016} 

Captain Ashik MB is commanding his company in a highly active counter insurgency environment of East Karbi 
Anglong district of Assam and with relentless effort developed an effective actionable intelligence network amongst the local 
populace. 

On 22 September 2016, the officer received confirmed information about presence of a group of Karbi People’s 
Liberation Tiger hardcore extremists planning subversive activities in a camp in general area Nambar. 

Captain Ashik chalked out a bold and deceptive surgical strike to bust the camp and neutralize the extremists. He 
launched the operation at 2030 hours and led his party to the terrorist camp cordoning it by 0030 hours, the party closed in to 
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Ihe camp and on spotting the extremists after around 30 to 45 minutes of surveillance of the area. Captain Ashik deployed 
stops on all possible escape routes and then challenged them. 

Immediately on being challenged, the terrorists started indiscriminate firing. Captain Ashik acted courageously 
under heavy volume of fire and returned aimed fire neutralizing two terrorists on the spot. 

On being fired upon, four terrorists tried to escape firing indiscriminately. Captain Ashik maneuvered with fire and 
moved along with his buddy and neutralised one more terrorist. He then directed the stops deployed in another direction, 
resulting in elimination of three more terrorists. Thereafter, the area was sanitised and cordoned till first light and in the 
ensuing search recovered huge cache of arms, ammunition and other war like stores. 

Captain Ashik MB displayed the highest order of leadership undaunting courage, tactical acumen and presence of 
mind in personally killing three hardcore terrorists which resulted in complete elimination of a group of six dreaded terrorists 
of Karbi People’s Liberation Tiger. 

8. IC-71375H MAJOR RAJ AT CHANDRA, THE PARACHUTE REGIMENT 

{Effective date of the award: 15 October 2016} 

Major Rajat Chandra was commissioned into the Parachute Regiment on 13 Jun 2009. 

Major Rajat Chandra was part of the assault team which was tasked to carry out operations against a terrorist hideout 
in Jammu and Kashmir. The officer was tasked to undertake close surveillance of the terrorist’s hideout. The officer moved 
close to the target 48 hours prior to the assault and kept it under active close surveillance without being detected till the link 
up with the assault team. 

The information gained by his squad included confirmation on the layout of the target, location of weapons and 
main and alternate firing position of the assault team which proved decisive in planning and effective destruction of the 
terrorist’s hideout. 

Subsequently, the officer led the assault group which was tasked to destroy the heavily fortified hideout. The officer 
displaying nerves of steel and indomitable spirit closed in 75 meter of the terrorist’s hideout and destroyed it thereby killing 
two terrorists. During the action his squad came under effective automatic fire from automatic weapons located nearby. 
Sensing danger to his squad, the officer immediately changed his position by crawling under terrorist’s fire and utilizing the 
folds of ground and cover available, closed onto the terrorist’s position and eliminated one more terrorist silencing the 
automatic weapon. 

Major Rajat Chandra exhibited inspirational combat leadership, raw courage, dogged determination and selfless 
devotion to duty in the service of the nation. 

9. IC-71834W MAJOR DEEPAK KUMAR UPADHYAY, THE PARACHUTE REGIMENT 

{Effective date of the award: 15 October 2016} 

Major Deepak Kumar Upadhyay was leader of the Troop which executed an impeccable operation against a terrorist 
hideout in Jammu and Kashmir. The Officer identified the hideout, conducted reconnaissance and carried out planning and 
coordination prior to the execution of the assault. 

Major Deepak Kumar Upadhyay led his men through densely populated and open terrain, risking discovery by the 
terrorists, to the hideout. Having sited the Support Group, he led an assault party for a daring assault on the terrorist hideout. 
Despite heavy retaliation by terrorists, he continued engaging them while motivating his troops to destroy the hideout. 
Inspired by his conspicuous gallantry, grit and raw aggression, his men, despite being outnumbered, attacked the terrorists 
with renewed aggression, stunning them into a state of psychological paralysis. Having successfully accomplished the 
mission, he ensured a swift disengagement for his troops. 

Major Deepak Kumar Upadhyay displayed awe inspiring courage, leadership, decisiveness and act of gallantry 
under fire while ensuring destruction of a terrorist hideout and inflicting heavy casualties to the terrorists, without any 
casualties to his troops. 

10. IC-75878L CAPTAIN ASHUTOSH KUMAR, THE PARACHUTE REGIMENT 

{Effective date of the award: 15 October 2016} 

Captain Ashutosh Kumar was commissioned into the Parachute Regiment on 10 December 2011. He has been 
operating in Baramulla district of Kashmir Valley, Jammu and Kashmir since March 2012 and has had a tremendous 
operational experience. 
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Captain Ashutosh Kumar was part of the assault team which was tasked to carry out operations against a terrorist 
hideout in Jammu and Kashmir. The Officer was instrumental in carrying out recce of the routes and gaining information 
about the terrain and terrorist’s presence and the activities around the target area. 

The officer was part of the sub squad, which was tasked to close in to the terrorist’s hideout and carry out the 
assault. He sneaked in close to the hideout using cover of darkness and folds of ground and positioned himself in a concealed 
location. He brought down accurate fire and neutralized two terrorists in the terrorist’s hideout with his personal weapon. 
After the initial firefight his sub squad repositioned to cover the track leading to the village from the hideout. 

He kept a close watch on the target to prevent any terrorist escape and reinforcement in/out of the area. During the 
ongoing firefight, he saw two terrorists escaping from the target running towards the jungle along the track leading towards 
the village in North. He directed his buddy to bring down accurate Grenade Launcher fire on their escape route and allowing 
him to intercept and neutralize both the terrorists at close quarter. With his decisive thinking, astute resolve and courage 
beyond call of duty, the officer eliminated four terrorists and ensured no terrorist escaped from the hideout location. 

Captain Ashutosh Kumar displayed audacity in face of fire, indomitable resolve, dauntless courage, extraordinary 
valour and gallantry in face of death. 

11. JC-414000Y NAIB SUBEDAR VIJAY KUMAR, THE PARACHUTE REGIMENT 

{Effective date of the award: 15 October 2016} 

Naib Subedar Vijay Kumar was enrolled into the Parachute Regiment on 03 December 1996. 

Naib Subedar Vijay Kumar was the part of the assault team which was tasked to carry out operations against a 
terrorist hideout in Jammu and Kashmir. 

The Junior Commissioned Officer played vital role during the Close Recce carried out prior to the assault, which 
gathered crucial information about the hideout and facilitated the mission planning. During the operation, the Junior 
Commissioned Officer was the fire support group commander tasked to provide supporting fire as well as cover the 
extraction of the team after disengaging from the target. The Junior Commissioned Officer sited his support weapons in the 
most tactically appreciated manner so as to bring down heavy volume of fire onto the hideout. At the precise moment, he 
opened extremely heavy volume of fire onto the terrorist hideout thereby enabling smooth closing in by the assault group to 
the target. 

During the operation, terrorists from the hideout opened indiscriminate fire towards the assault group. The 
experienced Junior Commissioned Officer, using his presence of mind and initiative, sensing grave danger and infliction of 
own casualties, with utter disregard to own safety under intense terrorist’s fire ran down to the South East spur behind the 
open post and fired his Grenade Launcher in the loop hole of the terrorist automatic weapon fortification, thereby killing two 
terrorists and destroying the hideout. One of the terrorists was still firing at him. Realizing danger to the life of his buddy 
and other members of the assault group, he immediately retaliated with his personal weapon, pushed his buddy to safety, 
charged on the terrorist and eliminated him. 

Naib Subedar Vijay Kumar displayed indomitable courage, highest level of spirit-de-corps, fortitude beyond call of 
duty and gallantry in the service of the nation. 

12. 13628305N PARATROOPER ABDUL QAYUM, THE PARACHUTE REGIMENT 

{Effective date of the award: 15 October 2016} 

Paratrooper Abdul Qayum was Scout and Sniper during an operation against terrorist’s hideout in Jammu and 
Kashmir. Despite pressing commitments at home, he refused to proceed on leave and volunteered for this high risk mission. 

During the operation, Paratrooper Abdul Qayum as a Scout, led the troop, selecting a route to ensure maintenance of 
surprise in densely populated and open terrain. Having safely led the Party close to the hideout, he engaged the sentry 
through the bunker loophole initiating the strike on the terrorist’s hideout. Unfazed by the heavy retaliatory fire directed 
towards him, he along with his buddy continued inflicting heavy casualties by precision engagement of the terrorists, thereby 
ensuring success of the daring assault. He then covered the disengagement of the balance of the Party, ensuring zero 
casualties to own troops before again assuming his role as scout and leading a safe return of the party. 

Paratrooper Abdul Qayum displayed raw courage under fire, exemplary devotion to duty, determination and act of 
gallantry while ensuring destruction of terrorist’s hideout, inflicting heavy casualties to terrorists and preventing own 
casualties.

No. F. 9-4/2015-U.3 (A)—Whereas the Central Government is empowered under Section 3 of the University Grants 
Commission (UGC) Act, 1956 to declare, on the advice of the UGC, an institution of higher learning as a deemed-to-be- 
university. 

2. And whereas, a proposal was received for grant of status of deemed-to-be-university (under de novo category) to 
Chinmaya Vishwavidyapeeth, Ernakulam, Kerala with its off-campus namely Chinmaya Naadu Bindu, Pune. 

3. And whereas, the University Grants Commission have examined the said proposal and vide their communication 
F.No.27-1/2015 (CPP-I) dated the 2nd March, 2016 and subsequent clarifications of even number dated 
30th December, 2016 have recommended conferment of status of ‘deemed-to-be-university’ under de novo category 
to Chinmaya Vishwavidyapeeth, Ernakulam, Kerala, with its off-campus namely Chinmaya Naadu Bindu, Pune. 

4. Therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 of the University Grants Commission Act, 1956, the 
Central Government, on the advice of the University Grants Commission (UGC), hereby declares that ‘Chinmaya 
Vishwavidyapeeth, Ernakulam, Kerala shall be deemed to be university with its off-campus namely Chinmaya 
Naadu Bindu, Pune for the purpose of aforesaid Act provisionally, for a period of five years under the denovo 
category. The declaration of Chinmaya Vishwavidyapeeth, Ernakulam, Kerala as deemed to be university shall be 
confirmed after five years on the basis of performance report of UGC Expert Committee(s) as mentioned in 
Regulation 9.4 of UGC (Institutions Deemed to be Universities) Regulations, 2016. 

5. The UGC (Institutions deemed to be universities) Regulations, 2016 and its further amendments from time to time 
and Guidelines of UGC issued from time to time w.r.t Deemed University shall be binding on Chinmaya 
Vishwavidyapeeth, Ernakulam, Kerala. 

6. The declaration made in para 4 above is further subject to fulfillment/compliance of the following conditions; 

(i) The Chinmaya Vishwavidyapeeth, Ernakulam, Kerala shall amend/update its Memorandum of Association 
(MoA) and Rules, as and when necessary, in consultation & concurrence with the UGC. The Chinmaya 
Vishwavidyapeeth, Ernakulam, Kerala, shall also carry out amendments/improvements, if any, suggested 
by the Government of India or the UGC, in its MoA/Rules; 
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(ii) The Chinmaya Vishwavidyapeeth, Ernakulam, Kerala shall not offer any distance education programmes. 

(iii) The Chinmaya Vishwavidyapeeth, Ernakulam, Kerala shall not also open or operate any off campus or off 
shore campus centres without obtaining the prior approval of the UGC and the Government of India. 

(iv) The academic programmes offered or to be offered by Chinmaya Vishwavidyapeeth, Ernakulam, Kerala 
will conform to the norms and standards prescribed by the relevant Statutory Councils; 

(v) The Chinmaya Vishwavidyapeeth, Ernakulam, Kerala shall not offer/award, as the case may be, any 
degrees that are not specified by the UGC. It shall also ensure that the nomenclatures of the degrees, etc. to 
be awarded by it are specified by the UGC under Section 22 of the UGC Act, 1956. 

(vi) Chinmaya Vishwavidyapeeth, Ernakulam, Kerala shall not also undertake franchising of higher education 
which is not permissible under any circumstances. 

(vii) Chinmaya Vishwavidyapeeth, Ernakulam, Kerala is also not permitted to affiliate any 
college(s)/institution(s). 

(viii) All the prescribed norms and procedures of the relevant Statutory Councils and other authorities concerned 
in the matter of admission of students, intake capacity of students, starting of new courses/ programmes, 
renewal of approval to the courses, etc. will continue to be in force, and shall be adhered to by the 
Chinmaya Vishwavidyapeeth, Ernakulam, Kerala. 

(ix) The Chinmaya Vishwavidyapeeth, Ernakulam, Kerala shall take all necessary steps to comply with the 
observations and suggestions, if any, of the Expert Committee of the UGC as made out in its relevant 
Inspection Report.

2. And whereas, in exercise of powers conferred under Section 3 of the UGC Act, 1956, following Institutions were 
brought under ambit of KLE Academy of Higher Education and Research, Belgaum, by the Central Government 
vide notification No. F.9-19/2000-U.3 dated 20th February, 2009 subject to conditions that all the terms & 
conditions of conferment of Deemed to be University status to KLE Academy of Higher Education & Research, 
Belgaum shall remain unchanged: 

i. KLE Institute of Nursing Sciences, Belgaum; 

ii. KLE Institute of Physiotherapy, Belgaum; 

iii. KLE Shri B.M.K. Ayurveda Mahavidyalaya, Belgaum; 

iv. KLE College of Pharmacy, Belgaum; 

v. KLE College of Pharmacy, Hubli; 

vi. KLE College of Pharmacy, Bangalore;

And whereas, as per the provisions of the Ministry’s Notification dated 13.04.2006, an Expert Committee was 
constituted by the UGC to review the functioning of KLE Academy of Higher Education & Research, Belgaum. 
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4. And whereas, the report of the UGC Expert Committee was placed before the Commission wherein the Commission 
resolved as under: 

“The Commission considered the report of the UGC Expert Committee constituted by the Chairman , UGC, to 
review the functioning of K.L.E. Academy of Higher Education and Research, Deemed to be University, Belgaum, 
Karnataka and its off-campus centers at Belgaum, Bangalore and Hubli and approved the same subject to review of 
the Deemed to be University after five years. It was further decided to send the recommendations of the Commission 
to MHRD for its approval. ” 

5. Now, therefore, the Central Government, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 and on the advice 
of the UGC, do hereby accord approval to the continuance of ‘KLE Academy of Higher Education & Research, 
Belgaum’ as a deemed to be university for a another period of five years i.e. from 13.04.2011 in terms of this 
Ministry’s Notification No. F.9-19/2000-U.3 dated the 13.04.2006.
